ST. LOUIS HARBOR, 


A Determined Effort Will Be Made te Se 
cure its Improvement. 


Mayor Noonan and Harbor Commissioner 
Marphy have held several consultations since 
the return of the Mayor regarding matters 
connected with the river, harbor and wharf. 
The Mayor sees in the future ingress of new 
trunk line railways an increase of the river 
business from here to the Gulf, and will take 
an active hand in securing for this 


district, which extends from the 
mouth of the lilinois to the mouth of the Ohio, 
an increase of the appropriations for the im- 

rovement of the river from here to Catro. 

he Mayor thinks that there should be ineor- 
porated in the next Rivers and Harbors bill an 
item appropriating at least one million doi- 
lars for the work named instead 
of the paltry amount usually allowed 
the resident engineer for his district. 
The Mayor sees clearly that with the advent 
of new roade new barge lines and steamboats 
willbe brought into this harbor, and he 
thinks the river and narbor should be so im- 
proved as to permit of ane boats and baraes 
drawing any stage of water to load 
at the elevators and railroad land- 
ings and go  untmpeded by shoal 
water to the Gulf. Maj. Miller nas always 
been friendly to 4 me of improving the 
Immediate harbor of thecity andthe Mayor 
thinks it is the duty of the municipal authori- 
ties to lend their aidand influence to induce 
the War Department and the Bureau of En- 
gineers to agree to the recommendations of 
Maj. Miller. He willtherefore instruct Har- 
bor Commissioner Murphy to prepare the data 
for use at the national Capital, to forward this 
important work. 

Anotner matter which the Executive and 
Harbor Department have had under advise- 
ment and consideration for some time is the 
acquisition for wharf purposes of the ground 
immediately in front of the St. Louis Arsenal. 
It will be remembered that allusion was made 
some time since tothe fact that Congress bad in 
1866 granted a portion of this ground tothe city 
for its use as a landing place forever. Harbor 
Commissioner Murphy has just completed a 
survey and prepared a map of the ground in 
question end bas been instructed by the Mayor 
to formulate a petitionto the Secretary of 
War looking to a further grant by Congress of 
all the land lying east of the former grant and 
to the middie of the river. This would 
include a_e stripe of 600 , 000 square 
feet of land now west of the east wharf line. 
It will be a very vaiusbie piece of property to 
the city, and the Mayor thinks by proper 
efforte the city can acquire a title ln fee im- 
ple to it and without the outlay of any portion 
of the municipal revenus. The improvement 
of Sawyer’s Lend is another matter closely 
connected with the necessary depth 
of water in the harbor, and the 
Harbor Commissioner will during 
a visit to Washington bring this as well as the 
other matters to the attention of the national 
authorities. Tne Mayor seems determined to 
secure for the barb: rof St. Louis and for the 
river interests here the rebief that should have 
been obtained years ago. If necessary he will 
visit Wasulngton bimself in the interest of 
these projects.

ONLY TWO LIVES LOST. 


BURNING OF THE STEAMER LORENZO D. 
BAKER AT SEA. 


Two of the Firemen Drowned and the Re- 
meinder of the Crew aud Passengers 
Baved by a Whaling Schouvuner—Shocking 
Accident at a Railroad Crossing—KHilled 
by Lightning—Killed by a Shark. 


New BeprorpD, Mass., July 22.—The whal- 
ing schooner Franklin arrived here this moru- 
ing with the crew of the steamer Lorenzo D. 
Baker, from Point Antonio, Jamaica, for Bos- 
ton, with frult. The steamer was burned at 
sea. 

Capt. Wiley reports: We left Port Anto- 
nlo on the 10th of July with a cargo of bananas 
for Boston, and had six cabin passengers— 
Mrs. Elizabeth time of Dundee, Scotland, 
Joseph Dillon of lowa, Lorenzo D. Baker, 
Jr., of Wellfleet, Mass.; Josiah O'Callaghan 
and Jeremiah C. O'Callaghan of Boston 
(uncle and nephew), Ernest B. Thyng 
of Lynn, Lawrence Jenson and Peter Saxfield, 
sallors who were working thelr passage, and 
ninefeen officers and crew. We had fair, 
smooth water up to theevening of July 16 
(the day of the disaster) when we were in lat - 
itude 38.15, longtitude 60.49. Atthis time a 
fresh gale from the southwest setin causing 
the ship toroll some, butnot severely. At 


midnight there was an alarm of fre. I went. 


out on deck and saw the engine - room ina 
blaze. I ordered the hose on, but the engineer 
said he could not get at the pumps. Then ! 
ordered the fire buckets and alarmed the 
passengers and ordered the doat to 
be swung out. By this time the flames 
had burst through the top of the 
engine-room and the starboard boat was on 
fire. We swung out tne port boat and low. 
ered her to the rail. I ordered this one to be 
manned. Two or three passengers got into 
the boat. The fire was now within three feet 
ofusand the heat to those who stood by the 
boat was intense. Placing the boat’s painter 
in the hands of a salior and telling him to hold 
it fast. I ordered the first mate to take the 
bow, and, springing into the stern, told the 
men to lower away, thinking as soon 
as the boat was afloat and detached from 
the tackies to return on board and 
get out the raft and small boat 
as they were then comparatively safe and 
away fromthe fire. But in lowering the boat 
as it struck the water it immediately capsized 


and 
THREW US INTO THE WATER. 


On coming to the surface I found the man 
holding the painter had let go of it when he 
saw the disaster so that the boat was near us. 
Helping the passengers to a safe bold on the 
keel in a few minutes the mate and I righted 
the boat. In getting our company to safe 
positions we bailed the boat, took 
the passengers in and looked around 
for the ship which had by this time 


drifted about half a mile away. It bad been 
twenty minutes from the time of lowering the 
boat until we were in itagain. We put away 
for the steamer and when about half way to it 
we fell in with the rait, which had eight ver- 


| sonson it. It foated with only one end above 
| water, baving been injured iniaunching. We 


took ali from the raft into the boat. The wind 


nad now increased and the sea was hig,

raft and we were @ me from the 
wreck when 9 started for her.

BY THE FIRE. 


One, a fireman, had been drowned in trying

ito get to the wreck. The tore 


noon was rapidiy passing away, when to 
our joy we saw a schoone) bearing down to 
the ship. We saw her lay by and take off some 
men and then come to us. We were 6-00 
safely on board the vessel which proved to be 
the Franklin, Capt. Rose, of New Bedford. 
We found sine had taken five men from a sper 
alongside the steamer. Another fireman had 
been drowned in swimming from the steam- 
ers boweprit to the Spar. At thie 
time the steamer had burned to 
within three feet of the water's 
edge. We soon found the small boat and 
twenty-five out of twenty-seven souls who 
had been on the steamer were saved and safe 
on board the Franklin. The most generous 
treatment waa accorded us by Capt. % and 
the crew of thaschbooner. The best the res 
cuers had was freely offerec tous. Said Capt.

SOUTHERN JURIES. 

Referring to the evidenee of insanity on 
which a Kentucky jury founded a reason- 
able doubt of Tom Burorp’s sanity and 
sent him to a lunatic asylum, the Posr- 
Dispatcn asked the New York Evening 
Post: ‘*When did New York ever hang a 
man in the face of such evidence?” 

Now comes the Post with the answer 
that it has sent to Kentucky for a history 
of the Buford case, and, upon an incom- 
plete version of it, constructs another 
tirade about an alleged social sentiment 
in the South which recognizes the perpe- 
tration of murder as a gentleman’s privi- 
lege and protects him jn killing anybody 
who refuses to let him have his own way. 

But not one word of the testimony of 
Prof. THEoporeE S. BELL and other dis- 
tinguished insanity experts, not one word 
of the positive testimony of BUFORD’s 
brothers, is mentioned by the Post. Not 
oue case does it mention wherefn similar 
testimony as to insanity has ever been dis- 
regarded by a Northern jury. 

When a newspaper attempts to reverse 
the verdict of a jury or the instructions of 
a court, it is not bound by an oath; it is 
not obliged to put itself in the place of 
either; no life hangs on its decision; it can 
ignore the evidence, and the Evening Post 
coolly ignores the evidence in hundreds of 
cases when it states the absurd 
proposition that a Southern sentiment 
protects the right of a gentleman to 
kill with impunity any person who will 
not let him have his own way. In the 
very State capital where Brok D killed 
Judge ELTIOrr, one of the most eloquent 
and popular Kentuckians of hisday was 
sentenced to death for killing SOLOMON 
SHARPE to avenge a young woman’s 
wrongs, and escaped the gallows only by 
killing himself. 

Inthe very article which offends the 
Post we admitted that homicides result- 
ing from personal feuds and affrays are 
more indulgently regarded inthe South 
than inthe North. Sympathy for persons 


outrages upon family honor, does abet the 
escape of too many Southerners who 
should go to the gallows or penitentiary. 
All that we haveto addisthat the Post 
grossly and absurdly exaggerates this 
Southern failing and tries to sustain its 
exaggeration by misleading statements of 
Southern cases which Northern juries 
would have decided on the same evidence 
precisely as they were decided by South- 
ern juries. 
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BOILER INSPECTION, 

The mere inspection of boilers is not 
one-half of the duties of the Boiler In- 
spector’s office. The Inspector should 
have assistants enough to visit every 
steam plant in the city at least every 
three months to see that they are prop- 
erly managed and to assure their safety. 
If it is necessary for the boiler insurance 
companies to make quarterly inspections 
to protect their interest, the city Inspector 
should make inspections as often to protect 
the interests of the steam users, as well as 
the lives of the people. There is scarcelya 
building, either business house, school, 
church, theater, hotel or manufactory, 
that has not boilers so located that in 
case of an explosion there is no estimating 
what might be the pumber of lives lost. 
In the central portion of our city there is 
scarcely a block that has not boilers un- 
der the pavements. 

It was not the purpose of the boiler- 
inspector law that it should be a 
source of revenue to the city, it beinga 
special tax on the owners of boilers for 
the protection of the lives of the thou- 
sands of persons thatare employed in and 
visit our buildings daily. As the number 
of boilers increases the price of inspection 
has been reduced, Since 1871 the num- 
ber of boilers has increased each year, 
with but one exception. There is an 
ample surplus in the office at the present 
date to pay for the additional salaries and 
deputies asked for, and there should not 
be any objection to giving the Inspector 
all the assistance he has asked for as long 
asit does not exceed the amount of the 
surplus to the credit of his department. 

A MYSTERY SOLVED 

The morning papers have at last got 
something new in connection with the 
Anna Weiss murder mystery. Strange 
lights have been seen blinking about the 
scene of the murder, outlining weird 
forms, and strange sounds have been 
heard there. But the most mysterious 
development of all is thus set forth in 
this morning’s Globe- Democrat: 

Any one who will examine the ill-fated spot 
willfind that the blackberry briars on which 
the body fell and was found have been cut 
carefully away—by whom? This nobody 
seems able to tell, nor, further, who piled 
them carefully in an adjacent ravine. It will 
be remembered, moreover, that the clearing 
was done sbortly after the corpse had been 
removed, and when the spot was being fre- 
quented by bundreds of people, and watched 
every moment night and day, both by the 
public and the lynx-eyed agents of the law, 
who, it would seem, if they could not get 
track of those who killed the girl, certainly 
would be able to keep track of the ground she 
was killed upon. Butno one seems to have 
noticed the mysterious removal or remover, 
though it surely would have required some 
time and bustle, enough to have attracted at- 
tention and inquiry as to who was doing it. 

The strangest thing is, however, that an 
Mnaccountable death and deeey has com- 
menced to destroy vegetation thereabouts.

Vegetation much trodden and torn 
by athletic young men will in a few weeks 
wear a blasted look, and the identical col- 
ored person who for 75 cents procured and 
wielded the briar scythe on that occasion 
can be pointed out in the flesh to any re- 
porter who is in search of a very ancient 
item.

THE body of a man is found in St. 


Louis, shot from behind, in the back of 


the head, and without a hair singed or 
any trace of powder burn or powder 
grains about the wound. No living man 
can twist his arm so as to shoot himself 
in the same way and duplicate this al- 
leged case of suicide.

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Monopoly Combines Must Go.

It is only a question of time, and a very brief 
time, when the popular revulsion againat 
monopoly combines will sweep them out of 
existence; and the question now to be con- 
sidered is whether they will be overthrown by 
peaceful or by revolutionary methods. If 
they shall be overthrown by the legitimate 
methods of popular sentiment acting upon 
public wrongs, they will pass away without 
any serious loss to the capitalists interested in 
the combines; but if they shall resist all efforts 
to control them and defeat legitimate remedial 
measures in Legislatures, Congress and 
courts, they will ultimately be overthrown by 
revolutionary methods anc convulse the whole 
financial and business condition of the country, 
We know how utterly idle it is to admonish 
monopoly combines at this time. They have 
expended money with unexampiled liberality 
to elect a President and a Congress that they 
believe to be committed to their interests, and 
every week since the election has given the 
logical result in some new combine to extort 
money from consumers, to diminish labor and 
to reduce the wages of workingmen. They 
assume that they are secure for four years at 
least; but however they may jeer at sincere 
admonitions now, they will learn before two 
years more shall have passed thatthe people 
are mightierthan their rulers and that they 
will summon revolutionary methods to de- 
throne their oppressors when other methods 
tall.

According to the testimony of Mr. W. B. 
Becktold of the Standard School Book Co., 
the only way to get in cheap books is through 
legislative enactment, as was done in Indiana 
in the adoption of a law fixing maximum 
prices and creating a board to receive bids for 
supplying books for periods of five years. 48 
this will be impossible in Missouri for two years, 
the Legislature not meeting again until the 
winter of 1800, something should in the mean- 
time be possible through the local Boards of 
Education.

The State has 
about 800,000 children attending its public 
schools, and these almost all contribute to the 
ros of the book monopoly. In the 

ivision of the spoile the State is divided 
among the members of the syndicate. 
St. Louis, as the richest prize, falls to Van- 
antwerp, Bragg & Co. of Cincinnati. The 
amount of money paid them yearly is very 
large. Thesamefirm owns Kansas City un- 
der the syndicate allotment, while St. Joseph 
falls to D. Appleton & Co. The smaller towns 
aod the country districts contain some richer 
picking, though the amounts of course ure 
not so | „ They are divided among the 
other members largely, and every farmer and 
working man in the State who has children 
attending the public schools is compelled to 

ay whatever tribute this syndicate decides to 
evy. It is not made on any rule 
as to what the business will stand, 
but on what can be secured. 
Education to many of these people is a lux- 
ury. The money required to purchase books 
is often taken from that saved for the pur- 
chase of shoes or clothing, or even the . 
necessaries of life, and to give the children 
the education they desire the parents must 
often deprive themselves to some extent of 
what Ser pons need. Then another com- 
plaint follows this, and that ie that 

THE SYNDICATE GRANTS NO PRIVILEGES 
in return for the tribute paid by these people. 
It endeavors to ruleeverything, and does so 
to the greatest possible extent. In the divis. 
ion of territory, for instance, the agreement 
not to interfere with the trade of another 
member is pushed to the extremity by 
one member refusing to put in his books to 
displace another’s, even when requested to 
do so by the local school authorities. He 
must either refuse to do so, make a trade of 
territory or place his prices so high that the 
change will be given up. I» illustration of 
this St. Louis might desire to change the line 
of books in use from those published by Van- 
antwerp, Bragg & Vo. to those published by 
D. Appleton & Co. The latter firm 
would, before it could agree to 

lace its line of books on sale 

ere, be compelled to make satisfac- 
tory arrangements with the former, or failing 
there would have to submit the matter to the 
syndicate, which would then render a decision 
on the question. Under no circumstances 
would there be any competition or bidding 
for the patronage. The prices would remain 
the same, or, ifthe syndicate decided to give 
the city to D. Appleton & Co, the prices would 
probably be advanced over their schedule so 
as to give the old house a royalty to make up 
for — direct protit from which it would be 
cut off. 

AN EFFORT TO DISPLACE THE SYNDICATE 
will, if properly made, receive the support of 
the anti-syndicate publishers, though they do 
notdesire to do anything ge udice the 
adoption of the Indiana law in Missouri a year 
from next winter. Mr. Becktold, when seen 
on the subjectthis morning, discussed the 
situation very freely. 

We are of course, he said, perfectly 
willing to supply school books in this State at 
the same prices for which we are under con- 
tractto place them in Indiana, It all re- 
mains with the Boards of Education. We 
made a proposition to the St. Louls school 
authorities two yeere ago, but it was not 
listened to, and of course nothing came of it.

Any one who will examine the ill-fated spot 
will find that the blackberry briarson which 
the body fell and was found have been cut 
carefull away—by whom? This nobody 
seems able to tell, nor, further, who piled 
them carefully in an adjacent ravine. It will 
be remembered, moreover, that the clearing 
was done shortly xfter the corpse had been 
removed, and when the spot was being 
frequented by hundreds of people, and 
watched eve moment night and day, 
both by the public and the lynx-eyed agents 
of the law, Who, it would seem, if they could 
not get track of those who killed the girl. cer- 
tainly would be able to keeptrack of the 
ground she was killed upon. But no one 
seems to have noticed the mysterious removal 
or remover, though it surely would bave re- 
quired some time and buatie, enough to have 
attracted attention and inquiry as to who was 
doing it.

The people on foot stopped almost 
without exception, The nelghbors all had 
full opportunity to know and see what was 
The police also, had they had any 
interest in the spot, could also have witnessed 
the work, and possibly have benefited by it. 
THE WORK OF THE ‘‘POST-DISPATCH’’ 

does not all show directly in the matter 
printed in its columns. Its enterprises lead 
in many directions, and the re-ult of its work 
is seen in a great many ways where it never 
comes into general publicity. In cutting down 
the biackberry bushes, which line the road 
where the body of Anna Weiss was found, the 
Post- MisPaTCH simply performed a dutv that 
had been neglected by the police authorities, 
and which had not even suggested itself to 
the slow-golug morning papers.

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Facts of Interest About the Length of Hu. 
man Life. 


From the Fortnightly Review. 

Of fifty-two centenarians, twelve were re. 
corded as total abstainers from alcoho!i¢ 
drinks throughout life or for long periods; 
twenty had taken very little alcohol; eigny 
were reported as moderate in their use of jr, 
and only three habitualty indulged in it. {t is 
quite true that a few persons who must 
be classified as drunkards live to be 


very old, but these are exceptions to 
the general rule, and such cuses appear to be 
more frequent than they really are, becansg 
they are often brought to notice by those wig 
find encouragement from such examples. The 
habit of temperance in food, good powers 91 
digestion and soundness of sleep are other 
main characteristics of most of those who ar. 
tained advanced years, and may be regarded 
as causes of longevity. Nota few old persons 
are found on inquiry to take credit to them. 
selves for their own condition, and to at 
tridute it to some remarkable peculiarity jn 
their habits or mode of live. It is said that 
Lord Mansfield, who reached the age of x» 

was wont to inquire Into the habits of lite of A 
aged witnesses who appeared before him, ang 
that only in one habit, namely, that of early 
rising, was there any genera! concurrence, 
Health is doubtless often promoted by early 
rising, but the habit is not necessarily condy. 
cive to longevity. It is, as Sir H. Hollaog 
points out, more probable that the vigor of 
the individuals maintains the habit than thas 
the latter alone maintains the vitality. 

If we | gm from probable to improbable 
eanses of longevity, we are confronted by 
many extravagant assumptions. Thus, 
to take only 4 few exampies, 
the im moderate use of sugar has 
been regarded not only as a panacea, but as 
decidedly conducive to length of days. Dr 
Slare, a physician of the last century, has 
recorded the case ofa centenarian who used 
to mix sugar with his food, and the doctor 
himself was so convinced of the ‘‘balsamie 
virtue’’ of this substance that ne adopted the 
practice, and boasted of his bealtu ang 
strength in his old age. Another member of 
the same profession used to take daily doses of 
tannin (the substance employed to harden 
and preserve leather), under the impression 
that the tissues of the body would be 
thereby protected from decay. His lite 
was 1 beyond the ordinarv span, 
but it is questionable whether the tandin 
acted in the desired direction. Lord Comber- 
mere thought that his good health and ad- 
vanced years were due, in part at least, to 
the fact that he always wore a tight belt 
round his waist. His lordship’s appetite was 
doubtless thereby kept within bounds; we are 
furtber told that he was very moderate in the 
use of all fluids as drink. Cleanliness might 
be supposed to aid in prolonging life, yeta 
Mrs. Lewson, who died in the early part of 
this century, aged 106, must have been a sin- 
gularly dirty person. We are told that instead 
of washing she smeared her face with tara, 
and asserted that people who washed al- 
ways caught cold.“ his lady, no doubt, was 
fully persuaded that she had discovered the 
universal medicine. 

Many of the alchemists attributed the power 
of prolonging lite to certain preparations of 
gold, probably under the idea that the perma- 
nence of the metal might be imparted to the 
human system. Descartes is said to have 
favored such opinions; he told Sir Kenelm 
Digby that although he would not venture to 
—— immortality, he was certain that his 

ife might be lengthened to the period of that 
enjoyed by the patriarchs. His plan, how- 
ever, seems to have been the very rational 
and simple oneof checking all excesses and 
enjoining punctual and frugal meals. 

Having thus endeavored to show the extent 
to which human life may be prolonged, and 
having examined some of the causes or ante- 
cedents of longevity, the last subject for in- 
quiry is the means by which it may be at- 
tained. Certain preliminary conditions are 
obvigusly requisite; in the first place there 
must bé a sound constitution derived from 
healthy ancestors, and in the second there 
must be a freedom from organic disease of im- 

ortant organs. Given an individual who 

as reached the grand climacteric, or three- 
score and three, and in whom these two 
conditions are fulfilled, the means 
best adapted to maintain and prolong his 
life conatitute the question to be solved. It 
has been said that ‘‘he who would long to be 
an old man must begin early to be one, but 
very few persons designedly take measures 
in early life in order that they may live long- 
er than their fellows. 

The whole term of life may be divided into 
the three main periods of growth and develop- 
ment. of maturity and of decline. No hard 
and fast line can be drawn between these two 
latter phases of existence; the one should 
pass gradually into the other until the entire 
picture ischanged. Diminished conservative 
power and the consequent triumph of disinte-. 
grating forces are the prominent features 
of the third period, which begins at dit- 
ferent times in different individuals, 
its advent being wainly controlled 
by the general course of the preceding years. 
The turning period,’’ also known as the 
‘‘climateric’’ or middle age, lies between 
45 and 60; the period beyond may be consid- 
ered as belonging to advanced life or old age. 
Tne majority of the changes characteristic of 
these last stages are casily recognizabie. It is 
hardly necessary to mention the wrinkled 
skin, the furroved face, the ‘‘crow’s feet“ 
beneath the eyes, the stooping gait, and the 
wasting of the frame. The senses, notably 
vision and hearing, become less acute; the 
power of digescion is lessened, the force of 
the heart is diminished, the lungs are less per- 
meable, many of the air celis lose their elas- 
ticity and merge into each other, so that there 
is less breathing surface as well as less power.

BIG CLEARINGS AGAIN. 


St. Louls Continues to Lay Chicago Away 
in the Shade. 


The clearing house statement sent out from 
Boston last night, for the business of last 
week, again shows St. Louis away in the lead.

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THE RACE WAS FIXED, 


But the Judges Changed the Jockeys and 
the Wrong Horse Won. 


The New York WorRLD of Saturday contains 
the following account of how the judges at 
Chicago, by changing the jockey on Hindoo- 
craft, upset the calculations of a clique who 
had fixed the race for him to lose aud had 
backed Princess Bowling very heavily: 

When the New York pool-rooms opened for 
business Thursday morning the cierks lazily 
arranged their sheets for the day and leisurely 
prepared to scoop in the dollars of the racing 
fiends. When the odds were posted about 12 


o’clock a few of the sharp fellows, who come 
in early to get along price against the favor- 
ities, made their bets and were weil satisfied. 
In the last Chicazo race the odds given were: 
Hindoocraft 9 to 5, and Princess Bowling 3 to 
1. At a prearranged hour before the Chicago 
rages started six men were seen to walk up to 
the counters of six of the big up-town rooms 
and haul out six rolls of money. At Al 
Adams’ and Shang Draper’s big room in West 
Twenty-third street the layer of odds was 
asked how much he would take on one race. 
He said $300, and before he could wink his 
questioner threw three crisp $100 bills through 
the grated window and called for $900 
to $300 on Princess Bowling. The price 
against the filly was at once cut down tos to 
5, at which figure it remained all day. In 
Cridge’s room on East Twenty-eighth street 
another man put a few hundred on Princess 
Bowling, and in Kelly & Bliss’s old room on 
Twenty-sizghth street, Lovell’s on West 
Twenty-eighth, the big room on Twenty- 
seventh strect, near Broadway, and the room 
on Twenty-eighth street and Sixth avenue as 
much money was placed on the Chicago horse 
as the bookmakers would take. In ten other 
smaller rooms bete were also made until $5,000 
of Chicago money had been placed on Princess 
Bowling to win $15,000. 

Other large bets were made in Pittsburg and 
Baltimore. Well-informed racing men were 
all at sea and quickiycameto the conclusion 
that something out of the ordinary was going 
tohappen. They knew that on the perform. 
ances of the two horses Hindoocraft should 
be a big favorite and a sure winner. Princess 
Bowling had won only one race. During the 
afternoon the information leakod out thatthe 
race was fixed for Princess Bowling and that 
Hindoocraft would run ‘‘stiff,’’ the turf ex- | 
pression for a horse that was not intended to 
win. Barnes, the clever, light-weight jockey, 
had the mount on Princess Bowling, and a fair 
lad named Hollis was up on Hindoocratt. 

At last the eventful race came up and the 
numerous telegraph intruments inthe pool- 
rooms ticked out the news that the bookies at 
the Chicago track were betting 6to 5 against 
the Princess and 8tol against Hindoocratt. 
Before the horses went tothe post, however, 
the pool-room habitues were thrown into an 
intense excitement by the following laconic 
announcement from Chicago: The judges 
have taken down Hollis and putup Ray on 
Hindoocratit.’’ 

Ray is arising young jockey of undoubted 
integrity and has been riding in great form at 
the Chicago meeting. The judges had got 
wind of the scheme and told the lad to ride 
Hindoocraft to win. The men who had placed 
the Chicago money were wild with apprehen- 
sion, They did not have enough money to 
hedge out their Bowling bets and would not 
bave time to learn from Chicago whether they 
had any chance to win their money with Ray 
riding againstthem.

Manager Hart’s Scheme, 


Boston, July 22.—Manager James Hart of 
the Boston Club, at the request of A. G. Spald- 
ing ofthe Chicago Olub, lays out a plan to 
make base ball a self-supporting pastime, not 
only in the large but inthe smaller towns. 


He says: A board of control should be 
created. This board should have full and 
supreme power, and its rulings in all cases 
should be final. The board should be 
clothed with power to discipline any 
league club, player or umpire. The 
board should nume the limits of 
salary foreach league, and have power to 
rigidly enforce the compllance of all clubs. 
All contracts between clubs and players and 
between leugues and — should be ap- 
proved by the board. The board should be 
the tribunal to decide all disputes between 
leagues and clubs, or clubs and players, or 
players and leagues, or umpires, aud in all in- 
stances the decision rendered by the board 
should be final. The expenses of the board 
are estimated as follows: Chairman $4,000: 
two associates ($2,500 each),$5,000; one stenog- 
rapher, $1,000; one clerk, $1,200; office rent, 
$500; stationery and postage, $500; incidental 
expenses, $1,000; total estimated expenses, 
$13,200 per annum. Allclubs under the con- 
trol ot the board should be allowed to reserve 
players under contract on a certain date, 
say October 1], at a price not less 
than tbat received by the play - 
er, under the existing contract, All 
players who do not receive full amount of sal- 
ary called for in their contracts should be 
granted a release if their claim to that effect is 
sustained by the board. Any club under 
control should be compelled to release to any 
other club under control and paid a certain 
price as a bonus provided saia player desires 
to change his place of service. The bonus 
should be uniform in each league but may be 
l to year by the board. The
